Justice may be blind, it is the business 
of a judge to go without blinkers, to 
stay broad awake, and to play as fair 
and square with the parties in a Police 
Court case as in cases involving lives 
or fortunes. A hasty false judgment, 
says Judge Pollard, may do irreparable 
injury. So this judge believes in taking 
pains to find the actual facts in any 
case, however petty. s 

A Sample of His Methods. 

A coachman was arrested and haled 
into court, charged with driving over 
the Eads Bridge in a gajt faster than a 
walk, contrary to the law. There was 
no chance for doubt as to the main 
fact; the coachman himself admitted it. 
Sut he laid the blame upon his horse. 

“That horse can’t go in a walk, 
Judge,”’ he said. “I’ve driven him for 
months, and I know. It’s a physical 
impossibility for him to walk. He’s 
so high-spirited that his siowest gait 
is what they call a ‘running walk.’ No- 
body living can make him go any slow- 
or.”’ 

The owner of the animal backed his 
coachman; and there was the further 
testimony of friends, stable boys and 
hostlers, all well acquainted with the 
horse that couldn’t walk. Judge Pol- 
lard ought to have been satisfied with 
such an overwhelming burden of proofs.

“T'd like to know what that mule has 
to say about it.”’ he said. ‘‘Have him 
brought around here.’’

LONDON, July 13.—Whether it be due 
to the “‘silly season” or not, London is 
raging with a brand-ne~ fad—eye min- 
latures. 

Society has taken up the new fad and 
it promises rapidly to become more pop- 
ular than anything like it in recent 
years. One sees these eye miniatures 
instead of jeweled pennants at balls and 
routs on the women, and gentlemen 
wear them instead of the usual fob. 

Made on Ivory or Gold. 

The eye miniature is a tiny reproduc- 
tion of one eye of the lady one happens 
to be smitten with, or vice versa. Some 
of them have been done in oll, on ivory, 
while less expensive eye miniatures are 
geen done in enamel or silver. Occa- 
gienally the plaque for the eye miniature 
is on gold.

If the eye, 
with its individual coloring, shape, size 
and a certain characteristic expression, 
be done accurately by the miniaturist, 
of whom there have sprung up scores, 
the resulting eye minature becomes al- 
most as qualificatory as a full-size por- 
trait of the head.

Its truth Is 
berne out by the remarkable eye minia- 
tures that have recently been seen, done 
by clever artists for just this particuMdr 
gert of work. The eye miniatures are 
not only quite lifelike, but they are 
easily recognizable, suggesting as they 
always do, the completed features of the 
individual in question. 

The miniatures are made in various 
forms. The favorite form, however, is 

that of the brooch, worn by women, and 
that of tiny, secret cases worn by men 
on their watch chains. They are also 
wern on bracelets by women and have 
even been seen as the jewel in rings, 
these latter, however, being much small- 
er than the others.

Visitor Tells When She -Will 
Receive a Let- 
ter. 





KANSAS CITY, Mo., duly 13.—Elijah 
L. Cooper of Thirty-eighth and Cherry 
streets is absolutely certain the spirit of 
his dead son, Willie, visits him as a red- 
bird. He is willing to make affidavit 
that he has \held intelligent communica- 


tions with this bird and also with the 
spirit of his son as ‘‘developed’ at a 
seance. 

Mr. Cooper’s case is to be studied by 
Prof. James H. Hyslop, late of the fac- 
ulty of Columbia University, while in 
the city. The substance of Mr. Cooper’s 
story is as follows: 

April 30, 1904, Willie Cooper, 20 years 
old, son of Mr. Cooper, died of typhoid 
fever. The family noticed that on the 
morning of his death a number of birds 
hovered about the window sill near the 
sick boy’s bed. Conspicuous among 
them was a redbird. None of the birds 
seemed in the least afraid of persons in 
the room. Mr. Cooper, affected by the 
scene, stepped into the yard. 

Light Announced Son’s Death. 

After a few minutes he said every- 
thing about him seemed to suddenly 
glow with a very bright light. He said 
he felt strange and turned to go into 
the house. Mrs. Cooper met him in the 
hall and teld him that Willie was dead. 

For four menths after the son’s death 
a redbird came every morning and 
chirped, whisked and pecked on the 
glass of Mr. Cooper’s room just as he 
was getting up. 

“Just as soon as my foot would hit 
the floor,’’ said Mr. Cooper, “that bird | 
would be at miy window. He seemed | 
to come from a grapevine that hung on 
the side of the house near the window. 
We could not understand the bird's ac- 
tiens, but grew acgustomed to its visits 
after awhile.”’

On reconvening at Guthrie, July 10, the Okla- 
homa constitutional convention had read to it the 
answer of the Rresident to the question of his 
objections, if any, to the Oklahoma Constitution 
as adopted by the convention for submission to 
the people of the new State. As objections of the 
President had been alleged as a ground on which 
the State might possibly be kept out of the Union, 
even after the adoption of the Constitution, his 
reply was perhaps the most important document 
before the convention during the day. It came 
in the shape of 10 words from his secretary, say- 
ing that the question had been “received and 
filed.” That matter being disposed of, the next 
thing in order is for the people of Oklahoma to 
proceed in their own lawful way to complete the 
organization of their own State under the flag 
and also under the Constitution of the United 
States, which certainly follows the flag into Okla- 


homa. 


Following the reported failure of a “peace con- 
ference” between local telegraph officials in Cal- 


Jifornia and officers of the Telegraphers’ Union, 


renewed preparations were made to call out men 
in cities of the Middle West. The Attorney-Gen- 
eral of New York instituted proceedings in the 
courts of that State alleging combinations in re- 
straint of trade in telegraph management. This 
was denied. On the record for the week, it ap- 
pears as the most important State action of its 
kind, in connection with the announced policy 
of the United States Government to proceed on 
new lines against the Tobacco Trust, the Harves- 
ter Trust and the Powder Trust. These three 
trusts first and others later are not to be prose- 
cuted, it is said, merely with the object of collect- 
ing fines out of their profits, wut with a view to 
substituting Federal receiverships for the “hold- 
ing companies” which now make mere ciphers 2f 
the original corporations combined in the at- 
tempt at monopoly. 

The suit against the Tobacco Trust, filed, July 
10, in the United States Circuit Court in New 
York by the Department of Justice, involves the 
American Tobacco Co. most directly, but inciden- 
tally 65 companies, including the “Imperial” and 
“B-itish-American” as part of the combination 
extending outside of the United States to control 
the marketing of the American tobacco crop and 
the trade generally. The same question is thus 
raised which was brought before the Interstate 


Commerce Commission by the complaint that the 


“Baltic pool” of corporations under foreign char- 
ter combines with American corporations to vio- 


late the Sherman law under United States juris- 


diction. 
ment against the tobacco companies brought out 


The initial papers filed by the Govern- 
this question fully, but left for the future the 


question of Federal receiverships for American 
corporations convieted af violating Federal laws. 


In the attack it has made on the “Baltic pool,’ 


the Cosmopolitan Shipping Co. of Philadelphia is 
forcing issues of great_importance to St. Louis 
and to the West generally. The question it has 
brought before the Interstate Commerce Commis- 


law for abuse of his liberty, which transgresses 


the right of others. 
With this simplicity of idea, which all may 


grasp, there is no more reason to fear the results 
of “composite Americanism” than there is to fear 
the results of the blending of different peoples 
in the British islands. In that small and com- 
paratively isolated area, not so extensive as that 
of some American states, Picts, Scots, Latins, 
Angles, Jutes, Saxons, Norwegians, Danes, Nor- 
man French, Irish Celts and, through the influ- 
ence of the modern British city, peoples of a score 
of other strains are now working out into a “com- 
posite type” still, as they have been doing for cen- 
turies. As far as civilization increases, this pro- 
cess must increase with it all over the civilized 
world, controlled only by the natural instinct 
which leads like to assimilate its like or its “com- 
plement.” 

It is already certain that the “American strain” 
will represent in the future all that is best, even 
if it represents something that is worst, in all 
the strains that have done most to make possible 
the highest civilization of the present. The cer- 
tainty of the future is that as far as the American 
idea works to increase the freedom of each and 
the responsibility of all, it must result in still 
higher civilization. ; 
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Perhaps Oklahoma had better (or would better) 
agree at once to vote the whole Republican ticket 
every year.

On another page of the Sunday Post-Dispatch 
will be found the astonishing speech by Bishop 
Fallows of Chicago, delivered at the dedication 
of the Hicks Memorial Monument to the Wiscon- 
sin soldiers of the Civil War. Bishop Fallows 
urges the Vuilding of the strongest navy and the 
training of two millions of soldiers for the po- 
licing of the world and for the fighting of the 
battles of righteousness against millions of peo- 
ple fired by lawless ambition and the lust of 
conquest. He said: 


“Maudlin and unenlightened sentimentalit ay 
dream of immediate world-wide peace, but Bhs is 
many a holy war for liberty and righteousness yet to 
be waged, and there are a thousand millions of peo- 
ple fired by lawless ambition and the lust of conflict 
who must yet be reckoned with by the civilized, 
Christian people. It is next to high treason to weak- 





‘en by word or deed the tenacity of the iron molecules 


in the martial blood of our American youth,” 

Is the Golden Rule a delusion, a fiction of 
“maudlin and unenlightened sentimentality?” Is 
Christianity, the essence of which is love for our 
fellow-men, a fallacy? Is civilization founded 
upon justice, good will, peace, a farce? Are we 
the agents of Providence charged with the duty 
of destroying all those who do not conform to our 
standards of righteousness? Can human brother- 
hood and the principles of Christianity be estab- 
lished in human hearts only with the sword? Is 
destruction or instruction, kindness or force, the 
instrumentalities for the promotion of Christian 
civilization ? 

If our only hope of regenerating the world lies 
in armed force, as Bishop Fallows seems to think. 
then all that we have suffered, all that we have 
learned, all that we have done for the promotion 
of Christian civilization is in vain. The Golden 
Rule is invalid; evil is not to be overcome witn 
good, but with evil; the message of peace and 
rood will to men is meaningless; the soldier 
trained to slay and the nation armed for destruc- 
tion of other nations are the only moral forces. 

But why pursue the subject further? That the 
worn-out fallacies of the doctrine of force which 
barbaric militarism has preached should be re- 
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AN EIGHTH WONDER OF THE WORLD. 

New York is an eighth wonder. The underground 
work of the city alone teem entitle it to this distinc- 
tion. The many tunnels that pierce and are piercing 
it in all directions, and the bridges that span its 
waters, surpass anything of the kind that the world 
has ever seen. They are greater than we imagine 
from familiarity with the notion and from the fact 
that they cannot be seen in af their proportions, 
but only realized by thought. 

The entire valley of the Esopus in the Catskills is 
to be turned into a huge lake fed by the mountain 
streams. It will hold 120,000,000,000 gallons of water, 
have an area Of 10,000 acres, a lake 12 miles long and 
two miles wi An aqueduct many times larger than 
the most f us of Roman aqueducts will, when the 
system is completed, carry the water to the city. 
It will give a daily supply of 600,000,000 gallons, which, 
added to the Croton supply and that from the Long 
Island watersheds, will make a total of 1,000,000,000 
gallons a day, which is sufficient to supply a popu- 
lation three times larger than that of the city of 
today. New York, from all its conformation, with 
deep water all around the island, from its proximity 
to the mountains, its nearness to the sea and its 
wonderful harbor, seems to have been meant by na- 
ture for the great city that it is and the greater’ one 
that it will be. 


OIL SUPERSEDES COAL. 

“The burning of oil in our passenger locomotives 
has proved eminently satisfactory in every respect.” 
This statement was made yesterday by John Foster, 
master mechanic of the Frisco. 

“No matter how good a grade of coal was used, 
it was impossible to avoid getting a bad lot some- 
times, and all efforts of the fireman were unavailing 
to keep up the required amount of steam. For this 
reason trains were sometimes late. By burning oil 
the possibility of such occurrences is done away with. 
Its steam-producing power is always uniform and 
always greater than that of coal. Not since we be- 
gan the use of oil has a single passenger train been 
a minute late on account of lack of steam. Ci] is 
not as hard on the engines as coal and they will 
last much longer when it is used.”’ 


“ORCHARD CITIES.” 

Orchard cities! The words have a pleasant sound, 
but seem paradoxical. Yet orchard cities, predicts 
Frank Alton Morgan in the Nineteenth Century, are 
to transform England into a garden, and have proved 
the possibility of doing so in the cases of two towns, 
Bournville and Port Sunlight, planted within twenty- 
five miles of London. 

The plan is to secure one acre holdings, plant them 
with fruit trees, and construct upon them glass 
houses for the raising of tomatoes, smal] fruits and 
the like. The experiment has been tried in the two 
settlements named, and it has demonstrated that in 
these instances at least the plan has in it sound busi- 
ness sense. 

To succeed the one-acre orchard lot must be in the 
immediate environment of a large city, both to pro- 
vide a market and to afford cheap passenger trans- j 





portation.

POWDER SUPPLY OF THE UNITED STATES. 

Every nation of importance, except the United 
States, makes or controls the manufacture of pow- 
der for its own use. Japan has a secret formula, 
discovered by Japanese scientists, which it guards 
rigorously. England, Russia, France and Germany 
have their own methods and factories. If they buy 
powder they fix the price. Our own Government 
buys of the Powder Trust at a price fixed by the 
trust. This price is now 69 cents a pound, whereas 
the product costs about 25 cents to make. And our 
patriotic trust can and does sell its product to any 
foreign country that wants to buy—probably at prices 
far below those charged Our own Government. 

But that is not all. Smokeless powder to be effect- 
ive must be “ripened” for six months. The United 
States Government has on hand sufficient supplies 
of powder, including all that is stored In the trust 
storehouses, to operate every piece of ordnance in 
the army for a little less than two hours. At the 
end of that time, if the victory had not been won, 
the flag would have to come down. Practically, then, 
the making of war, so far as the United States is 
concerned, is in the hands of the Powder Trust. 


LETTERS SENT BY. SKYROCKET. 

An ingenious method is employed to deliver letters 
to the islands of the Tonga group, in the Pacific 
Oicean. These islands, guarded as they are by dan- 
gerous rocks and breakers, are hazardous to ap- 
proach, and would often, were the ordinary routine 
of delivery employed, have to go letterless. To over- 
come this difficulty the steamer which carries the 
mails is supplied with skyrockets, by meang of 
which letters are projected across the danger zone to 
the shore. A floating postoffice, consisting of a 
painted cask, is attached by chips to the rocks at the 
extreme point of Tierra del Fuego, in South Ameri- 
ca. To this strange postoffice, which is under the 
joint protection of all nations, every passing ship 
sends a boat to post and collect letters.

“COMPOSITE AMERICANISM.” 

As professor of political economy in the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, Dr. John R. Commons is 
working inside the lines of his specialty in the 
book he has recently published on what one of 
his reviewers calls “the American coat of many 
colors." This is a metaphor for the American 
civilization that is looked forward to when Anglo- 
Saxons, Germans, Swedes, Norwegians, Danes, 
Frenchmen, Italians, Greeks and the score of 
other nationalities now represented in American 
cities make a “composite Americanism.” 

It may be well enough to study the figures of 
immigration as a matter of political economy and 
to study with them the immense resulting in- 
crease in the production of all manner of things 
necessary or comfortable in American life. But 
as far as “American civilization” is concerned, 
it is not composite now and it never is to be. As 
far as it exists and increases it will; be essential- 
ly simple, developing all its great results from 
the simple idea that all manner of men can live 
together in peace and helpfulmess when each 
learns to use his own right‘so that no one else 
will be wronged by it. 

The idea of “American civilization” that evérv 
man is born free to do this and that his freedom 
in it is equal to that of any other man whatever, 
is working out in this country now and in Eu- 
rope, results in the redistribution of population 
never equalled in any past century, not even in 
the nineteenth, which seemed to be the climax 
of all the rest. It is bringing about, in at least 
comparative peace, results greater than those 
reached through the utmost violence of conquest 
during the great periods of “race swarming.”

In the following extract from Mark 
Twain’s autobiography, taken from the North 
American Review, Dr. Clemens confesses 
naively but humbly. 


WROTE the book (‘Innocents Abroad’) in the 

months of March and April, 1868, in San Francis- 

co. It was published in August, 1869. Three years 
afterward Mr. Goodman of Virginia City, Nev., on 
whose newspaper I had served 10 years before, came 
East, and we were walking down Broadway one 
day when he said, “How did you come to steal Oliver 
Wendell Holmes’ dedication and put it in your book?’ 
I made a careless and inconsequential answer, for 
I supposed he was joking. But he assured me that 
he was in earnest. He said. ‘I’m not discussing the 
question of whether you stole it or didn’t—for that 
is a question that can be settled in the first book 
store.” . 

I couldn't accommodate him with this information, 
as I hadn't it in stock. I could have made oath that 
I had not stolen anything, therefore my vanity was 
not hurt nor my spirit troubled. At bottom I Ssup- 
posed that he had mistaken another book for mine, 
and was now getting himself into an untenable place 
and preparing sorrow for himself and triumph for 
me. We entered a book store and he asked for ‘The 
Innocents Abroad’ and for the dainty little blue and 
gold edition of Dr. Oliver Wendeti Holmes’ ‘ poems, 
He opened the books, exposed their dedications and 
said: “Read them. It is plain that the author of the 
second one stole the first one, isn’t !t?” 

I was very much ashamed, and unspeakably aston- 
ished. We continued our walk, but I was not able 
to throw any gleam of light upon th&t original ques- 
tion of his. I could not remember ever having seen 
Dr. Holmes’ dedication. I knew the poems, but the 
dedication was new to me. 

I received a letter from tne Rev. Dr. Rising, who 
“had been rector of the Episcopal church in Virginia 
‘City in my time, in which letter Dr. Rising made 
reference to certain things which had happened 
to us in the Sandwich Islands six years be- 
fore; among things he made casual mention of 
the Honolulu Hotel’s poverty~in the matter of lit- 
erature. At first I did not see tue bearing of the re- 
mark, it called nothing to my mind. But presently it 
did—with a flash! There was but one book in Mr. 
Kirchhof's hotel, and that was the first volume of 
Dr. Holmes’ blue and gold series. I had had a fort- 
night’s chance to get well acquainted with its ¢con- 
tents, for I had ridden around the big island (Hawaii) 
_ @n horseback and had brought back so many saddle 
boils that if there had been a duty on them it would 
have bankrupted me to pay it. They kept me in my 
room, unclothed, and in persistent pain for two 
weeks, with no company but cigars and the little 
volume of poems. Of course I read them almost con- 
stantly; I read them from beginning to end, then read 
them backwards, then gan in the middle and read 
them both ways, then read them wrong end first and 
upside down. In a word, I read the book to rags, and 
was infinitely grateful to the hand that wrote it.

ROF. JANET describes a humber of remarkable 
cases of what he calls “fugue,” or the hys- 
terical mania that impels people to run away. 

One of these is the case of a boy of 17, living in 
Paris, who suddenly lost all] memory of his previous 
life and his home. He left Paris and wandered about 
the provinces, at last falling in with an old china- 
mender, whom he accompanied and for whom he 
worked. The restoration of his memory is described 
by Prof. Janet as follows: 


“One evening an unlooked-for event took place 
again. The day’s work had been a success; the two 
companions had earned 7 francs. The old china- 
mender stopped and said to R.: ‘My boy, we deserve 
a good supper, and we will keep today’s feast; it is 
the 15th of August.’ On hearing this, the boy heed- 
lessly said: ‘The 15th of August? Why, it is the 
feast of the Virgin Mary, the anniversary of my 
mother’s name day.’ He had scarcely uttered these 
weads when he appeared to be quite changed. He 
looked all around him with astonishment, and turn- 
ing to his companion, said: ‘But who are you, and 
what am I doing here with you?” The poor man 
was amazed, and was quite unable to make the boy 
understand the situation; the latter still believed him- 
self in Paris, and had lost all memory of the preced- 
ing months. They had to go to the village Mayor's, 
where, with great difficulty, the matter was made 
more or less clear. The Mayor telegraphed Paris, 
and the prodigaf child was sent back home. 


One of the most remarkable cases of double per- 
sonality on record is described. The patient, whom 
he calls Marceline, first came to him about twenty 
years ago. For several months she had not taken 
any food, and was on the verge of starvation. After 
trying other methods of treatment, she was hypno- 
tized, and a secondary state was induced, which, al- 
though apparently artificial, differed altogether from 
the state in which she had been on her entrance to 
the hospital. She immediately began to eat, and soon 
regained her strength. When she seemed on the road 
to recovery, it was thought necessary to awaken her 
from the hypnotic state, which was considered arti- 
ficial. Immedfately the patient fell back into her 
preceding state. She was again unable to eat, and 
in order to save her life it was necessary to reinduce 
the hypnotic state. The same experience was repeat- 
ed over and over again, and as Prof. Janet explains, 
“things continued in this way for 15 years. Marce- 
line would come to me in order to be Dut to sleep, 
enter into her alert state, and then go away very 
happy, with complete activity, sensibility and mem- 
ory. She would remain thus for a few weeks, then 
either slowly or suddenly, in consequence of some 
emotion, fall back into mr numbness, return to the 
state we had considered primitive and natural, with 
the same visceral disturbances.

A number of 
heads and horns of cattle were uwun- 
earthed as were some hides. 

The practice of the cattle thieves has 
been to hide the cattle in a thicket for 
a few days and then kill them. The 
meat is sold and the hides and heads 
buried or burned. Some smoked meat 
was found in the huts. The Sheriff also 
found a double-seated buggy in good re- 
pair in a little shed that has not yet 
been accounted for. 

The Sheriff's Suspicions were first di- 
rected toward the little Mexican eamp 
by finding a hide that had been sold by 
one of the inhabitants and which bore 
the brand of @ ranchman who had com- 
plained that a number of his cattle 
were missing. 

Ranchmen promise that any amount 
of money will be forthcoming to prose- 
cute the men.

British levis + are most un- 
fortunate in their attempts te legislate 
for Ireland, chiefly because they lack 
the quality most essential te all law- 
making bodies, viz, the thorough knowl- 
edge and unde:standing of the con- 
ditions which they are trying te re- 
move by legislation. 

There is no question as to the neces- 
sity for a prompt and vigorous dealing 
with the reform of Irish government, 
neither is there any doubt whatever as 
to the future of the peepie to cenduct 
their own legieiative affairs. The county 
and district ceuncils established under 
the local government act within the 
past 10 years are modeis of efficiency, 


lecomemy and absolutely honest adminis- 


tratien of the loca] affairs. These coun- 
cfls have charge of eleemosynary and 
rpublic institutions, of the public reads 
and the municipal ~Tairs of cities and 
tewns. 

Weoman’s Part in Goverament. 


Women’s suffrage in the election of 
county and district councils is now per- 
mitted by a recent enactment, and very 
many of those boafds have women 
amongst their representatives. In sev- 
eral instances women county and dis- 
trict councilors have been elected chair- 
men of these boards, and I find are dis- 
charging the duties of their office 
with the greatest efficiency and tact. 
Large ndmbers of municipal and urban 
dwellings have been ereeted by these 
boards by the aid of government ad- 
vances and these advances are made 
charges upon the taxpayers of the sev- 
eral districts. These charges make 
taxes unusually high, for the rents are 
too low to pay the interest, the defi- 
ciency falls upon the taxpayers. 

Municipal Street Railroad Profits. 

The recent showing of the Belfast 
Municipal Street Railways is attracting 
widespread attention - all over the 
British isles, and cannet fail to be of 
interest to American readers. 

According to the annual report for 
the year ending on May 31, 1907, the 
total working expenses of the entire 
system had been about $617,000, or 57 
per cent of the gross revenue. The fol- 
lowing figures were given: 


Sixty-five thousand dellars of the sur- 
plus revenue is to be devoted to the 
vequisite renewals and reconstructions 
and the tramways. A committee of 
the Belfast Council will build 2% new 
cars with top covers of up-to-date de- 
sign within the present year. The fol- 
lowing was the number of passengers 
carried during the year: 

alf-penny fares (1 cent) 

"enny fares (2 cents) ..... 

Two-penny fares (4 cents) 

The halfpenny fares are for children 
under the age of 16 years. 

The service on these lines is exce}- 
lent; the cars are well and cleanly kept, 
commodious, easy running and tne time 
schedules excellent. There is little or 
no crowding, and what I have no doubt 
will be surprising news to the street 
car traveling public in St. Leuis, the 
conductors are instructed to be uni- 
formly courteous to passengers and to 
see that each passenger upon the car 
is provided with a seat. The gradu- 
ated fares enable persons inside the 
limit to reach the business center of 
the city for the comparatively hght 
expenditure of 2 cents. 

There is no doubt that the problem 
of municipal ownership of street rail- 
ways has been solved in the metropo- 
lis of the North of Ireland, and that 
municipal control and administration of 
this railway has proved an assured 
success. 

The scenic attractions of the Irish 
coasts nave been greatly overlooked 
by American .tourists because of the 


lack of proper means ef transportatien. 


Owing to the increase of American vis- 
itors-in Ireland this year, a line of 
eteamers is now running in the Black- 
water, very fittingly called the Irish 
Rhine. There is no more delightful trip 
in Europe than from Queenstown to 
Youghal and thence by the steamer on 
the Blackwater te Cappoquin, Lismore 
and the famous monastery of the 
Trappist Monks on the brow of the 
Koockmeldown Mountains. On the re. 
turn to Cork there is an excellent rail- 
road to Rincare and an excellent pack- 
et service to Fishguard, in Wales, a 
route whieh shortens the journey to 
London by five hours.

Jolt From the Court, 
The plutocratic New York Jockey Club 


has been given a severe jolt by the Su- 
preme Court of the State inyits decision 
that the Empire City Trotting Club, 
controlled by James Butler, should be 
granted racing dates by the State Rac- 
ing Commission. 

For two or three years there has been 
a bitter fight between the Empire City 
people and the Jockey Club, with pub- 
lic sentiment almost unanimous in favor 
of the former organization. 

The action of the Jockey Club was 
nothing more than that of a privileged 
corporation which wanted to stifle all 
legitimate competition, and the decision 
of the Supreme Court in this contro- 
versy cannot fail to have a most healthy 
influence on the future of the turf in 
the Empire State. The decision, how- 
ever, will have a more far-reaching ef- 
fect on racing affairs in New York than 
even the wiseacres of the Jockey Club 
ever dreamed of. 


It means that every mile track in the | 


State may now have a license for a 
running meeting if it so desires. Such 
cities as Albany, Syracuse, Poughkeep- 
sie, Rochester and Glens Falls, all of 
which have mile tracks, may now give 
a race meeting. This is a condition of 
affairs which will not at all suit the 
program of the moguls of the metropoli- 
tan circuit, and they may make a legis- 
lative effort to nullify the action of the 
Supreme Court. :

ROBABLY the most fascinating po- 
P sition on a ball club is that oc- 
cupied by the pitcher. He is the 


pivot of every game of baseball and 
with the catcher handles the ball oft- 
ener than any of the other players. 

In the minds of the spectators it is 
he who must win the game and should 
it be lost it is the general opinion that 
he should be credited with the loss, 
and he is necessarily always the cen- 
ter of attraction. 

Pitching is the first position attempt- 
ed by the youngster when he starts 
playing the national game, and not un- 
til it becomes the consensus of opinion 
of the remainder of his teammates that 
his success on the ball field will not 
be achieved on the mound does he be- 
come mute to the ambition surging his 
heart. 

It is the pride of a youngster to be 
able to pitch a curve ball, and the 
resemblance of one curve leads him 
on *to try to pitch the more difficult 
shoots and if successful in his class he 
climbs higher and higher. All pitchers 
begin their career in such fasnion. 

When once in the ranks of the major 
leagues it is his one great object to 
keep the opposing batsmen from hitting 
the’ ball into safe territory. This leads 
to the question what is the hardest 
ball that a pitcher can deliver to hit? 

Hardly without an exception was it 
the opinion of a dozen or more of the 
best batters in the major /cagues when 
asked this question that it was either 
the spit ball or the jump ball. 

Most players lean to the opinion 
that the spit ball is the hardest single 
delivery used by a pitcher, and practic- 
ally all of them .agree that this deliv- 
ery is the one that is worrying them 
most because it is in more general

It 
is the deauest ball a batsman has to 
drive, and even when it is hit hard it 
can be driven but slowly unless hit 
squarely on the nose. 

Players are now pretty well agreed 
that a hit is rarely made off of a prop- 
erly delivered spitball, and about the 
only hopes for batters is to pick out the 
ones that are badly delivered by the 


pitchers.

ter who is hitting in perfect form 
has less chance of hitting it than one 
who is out of form. sSefore the spit 
ball came in the jump ball was the 
king of them all. The trouble with 
this delivery, however, is that it takea 
tremendous strengtn and speed to 
handle it, and it can therefore be used 
only by a few pitchers. 

When it is breaktrng properly in the 
hands of a pitcher who can control 
it the effect is almost the exact oppo- 
site of that of the spit ball.

AIM OF TENNIS 


At Least So Says Dudley A. Sar- 
gent of Harvard, Who Rec- 
ommends Game. 


BOSTON, Mass., July 13.—“By enter- 


ing these tennis tournaments women de- 


feat the very aimm of tennis playing,”’ 
said Dr. Dudley A. Sargent of mama 
University, as he stopped in his work, 
surrounded by Summer school girls 
swinging clubs and testing the blades of 
their fencing foils. “Tennis, I believe,’ 
the doctor continued, . ‘is a delightful 
sport, admirably adapted to women, but 
women have learned that they can be 
trained for athletic contests in the 
same way as men. They are taking ad- 
vantage of this knowledge and are prii- 
ing themselves for competitive contests. 
Now, & woman's organization cannot, 
and ought not to, stand the physical or 
nervous exhaustion caused by this sort 
of thing. Remember that tennis is 
throwing a ball over a net and hitting 
it back again. The great trouble with 
our women is that they never want to 
miss a ball.’’

The commission asserts that he not 
only holds the reins of railroad govern- 
ment, but that he has reached out, 
through his numerous enterprises, and 
stifled competition on the ocean by ae- 
quiring steamship lines that connect 
with and are controlled by his surface 
transportation systems. 

According to the commission’s report, 
Harriman has a finger in the pie of al- 
most every railroad in America worthy 
of being classed in the category of big 
systems. And he manipulates them, 
says the report, as he pieases. 

The report is especially critical on the 
matter of the Chicago & Alton Railway- 
asserting that Harriman acquired that 
road and turned its millions of debts 
into assets by a peculiar trick of high 
finance. 

Following are Interstate Commerce 
Commission's recommendations verbat- 
im: 


Commission’s Recommendations. 


The fginction of a railroad corporation 
should be confined to the furnishing of 
transportation. Railroads should not be 
permitted to invest generally in the 
bonds and securities of other 
railway and of steamship companies, ex- 
cept connecting lines, for the purpose 
of forming routes of transportation, in- 
cluding branches and feeders. It is in 
the interest of the public to facilitate 
the consolidation of connecting lines. 

The credit of a railway company is 
founded upon the resources and pros- 
perity of the country through which it 
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runs. Its surplus funds and credit 
should be used for the betterment of its 
line and in extensions and branches to 
develop the country contiguous to it. 

_ The testimony taken upon this hearing 
Shows that baout 50,000 square miles of 
territory in the State of Oregon, sur- 
rounded by the lines of the Oregon 
Short line Railroad Co., the Oregon 
Railroad and Navigation Co., and the 
Southern Pacific Co., is not developed; 
while the funds of those companies 
which could be used for that purpose 
are being invested in stocks like the 
‘New York Central and other lines hav- 
ing only a remote relation to the terri- 
tory in which the Union Pacific system 
is located. 


Safety of Securities. 


Railroad securities should be a safe 
and conservative estimate for the peo- 
ple. To this end the risks of the rail- 
road should be reduced to a minimum, 
Everyone knows that railway securities 
fluctuate more or less, according to the 
prosperity of the time, and also by rea- 
son of the wide speculation in such se- 
curities. It therefore adds an element of 
hazard to a railroad’s capital and credit 
to have its funds invested in the stocks 
of other*companies, thereby endangering 
its Solvency and it ability to pay reason- 
able dividends upon its own capital 
stock, 

It isa Siceene menace to the financial 
condition of the country to have large 
railway systerns fail to meet their ob- 
ligations or go into’ the hands of receiv- 
ers, and the object of legislation and ad-

trol of parallel and competing lines. 
This policy is expressed in the Federal 
laws and in «the constitutions and laws 
of nearly every State in the Union. We 
have examined the constitutions and 
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laws of all the states, and find in about 
»forty of them prohibitions against con-| 
solidation of capital stock or franchises 
of competing railways, or the purchase 
and acquisition by a railway of com- 
peting lines. 


' Competition is Policy. 

Competition between railways as well 
ts between other industries is the estab- 
lished policy of the nation. And while 
the acquisition of a small minority of 
the stock of a competi ¢ line might not 
decrease the competition, yet the acqui- 
sitionof any considerable amount of 
stock, with representation on the board 
of directors of such railway, unques- 
tionably has the effect of diminishing 
competition and lessening to that extent 
its effectiveness. 

So long as it is the policy of the gen- 
eral Governmment and of the states to 
maintain competition between naturally 
competing lines, the ownership of any 
stock by one railway in a competing 
railway should not be permitted, and 
such lines of railway should be pro- 
hibited from having any common di- 
rectors or officers. 

The time has come when some reason- 
able regulation skould be imposed upon 
the issuance of securities by railways 
engaged in interstate commerce. 

We are aware that in the construction 
of new lines of railway, developing new 
territory, it has been necessary in many 
instances to sell railway securities at 
large discount, and to sell bonds with 
stock bonuses, and even in such cases 
it has many times been difficult to raise 
the necessary capital. Men will not in- 
vest their money and take the risk for 
small rates of interest. 

Principle Does Not Apply. 

But this principle does not apply 
old-established railway systems having 
good credit. Such railways should be 
prevented from inflating their securities 
for merely speculative purposes. 

Railroads should be encouraged to ex- 
tend their systems and develop the coun- 
try. 

It is of the utmost importance, also, 
that railway securities should be safe 
and conservative investments for the 
public, and should yield good and am- 
ple return for the money inv ested. 

Reasonable regulation will tend 

make them safer and more secure in- 
vestments, and thereby benefit not only 
the railway companies but the public.

NEW YORK, July 13—Julius L. 


Brown of 187 Washington street, At- 
lanta, Ga., a thirty-second degree Ma- 
son, son of ex-Gov.

Judge Moses N. Sale of the «riminal 
who has

for manslaughter, 
Says he does not believe that: respect for 
the law is weakened because of the en- 
forcement of the law of parole. 

He further asserts that he believes in 
and will continue to take advantage of 
that law by paroling persons who are 
convicted for the first time and who 
he believes are more accidental than 
intentional offenders. 

Prior to the last Legislature criminal 
courts in Missouri were empowered to 
parole offenders against the law for 
all crimes except murder, robbery, arson 
and one other, provided the offender 
Was not more than 2% years of age. 
The last Legislature amended this law 
by permitting the parole of all of- 
fenders regardless of age for the first 
crime committed, unless the crime were 
one of those mentioned. 

“That amendment commends itself 
heartily to my judgment,’’ Judge Sale 
told a Post-Dispateh reporter yester- 
day, explaining his views on the parole 
law. “A man who has lived a blame- 
less life before the law for 40 years and 
then violates the law for the first time 
is, other things being equal, certainly 
entitled to as much leniency or mercy 
as the man who has only lived 20 years 
when he comments the first violation of 
the law.’ 

Erred on Side of Mercy. 

“Speaking for myself, I conscientious- 
ly feel that I have not paroled a single 
person in whom, after the fullest inves- 
tigation that it was possible for me to 
make, I did not find goodness or virtue 
prevailing over vice. I may have erred— 
most probably did err—but if I did I cer- 
tainly erred on the side of mercy. I 
have allowed no one to escape by parole 
whom I believed, either from the char- 
acter of the crime or the character of 
the criminal, was a vicious criminal or 
an undesirable citizen. 

“I granted the parole to a doctor re- 
ferred to by the Post-Dispatch in a re- 
cent editorial. I do not propose to de- 
stroy the efficiency of that parole by 
mentioning his name. .I studied his case 
long and thoroughly.. I talked with 
many people who knew him. I reached 
the conclusion that he was an acciden- 
tal, not an intentional criminal. 

‘I am morally certain that he will lead 
an upright life and that he will in the 
future conduct himself as becomes a 
model husband and father. I have no 
apology to make for my conduct.” 

Of the 10 recent cases in which Judge 
Sale took advantage of the parole law, 
all but two were cases in which he had 
sent prisoners to the Workhouse and 
they had served the greater part of 
his sentences. The other two cases were 
the Davies case and the case of Rich- 
ard McCormack. McCormsck was sen- 
tenced to two years in the Penitentiary 
atter pleading guilty to burglary and 
larceny. Two months after he was pa- 
roled he robbed a dry goods store on 
Franklin avenue. When arraigned in 
court for this second offense, he escaped 
frem custody and is still at large. 


Paroles From Workhouse. 

Of the Workhouse cases, Judge ‘aahe 
said: 

“T have paroled no prisoner from the 
Vorkhouse who did not serve more than 
one-half of his term. All of them, too, 
were paroled after their cases had been 
looked into by Circuit Attorney Sager 
and myself and by the Superintendent 
of the Workhouse. 

“T have a number of applications for 
paroles from prisoners there now, but 
I have arranged a new system. Here- 
after, these applications must come 
through Mr. Dawson and be approved 
‘by him. I have great confidence in 
him,”’

“I knew little personally about this 
case except what I was told by McCor- 
mack’'s sister.

treatment. Already remarkable results 
have been noted. All of the men living in 
the tent have gained in weight and 
strength, their appetites have become 
more keen and they are looking for- 
ward to the time when they wiil leave 
the prison doors cured of the dread 
malady. 
So far -« known, the Kansas Prison 
is the first to give convicts the open- 
air treatment for t'verculosis. The 
tent tas been erected in what is known 
as the prison park; in the center of a 
well sodded and shaded inclosure. Here 
the men sit throughout the day with 
the sides of the tent raised to a.mit the 
air and sunlight.

He was born at Amherst, Mass., July 
7, 1815. When about 1 year of age his 


parents moved to Petersburg, Va. 

In 185 the family made their way 
to St. Louis, Mo., intending to go into 
the mercantile business theré. On their 
arrival in that city they met “two of 
Mr. Thayer’s father’s former clerks, who 
were engaged in business in St. Louis, 
and they advised him to seek some other 
location, saying that business was 
greatly overdone in St. Louis.

WHITE ON BOTH 
SIDES OF POSTAL 


Postoffice Permits Use of Third of 
Face Formerly for Ad- 
dress Only. 





After Aug. 1 messages may be written 
on both sides of postal cards. Post- 
master General Meyer has decided that 
one-third of the face of a postal card, 
in addition to the back, may be utilized 
for such messages as the sender desires 
to write. 

The postal regulations were amended 


several months-ago so that messages 
might be written on the face of post 
cards, such privilege having long since 
been granted by foreign countries. At 
the time the rules were amended there 
was no provision made to include the 
postal card. 

In order to make the regulations uni- 
form the Postmaster-General issued an 
order that after Aug. 1 the face side 
of a postal card may be divided by a 
vertical line approximately one-third of 
the distance from the left end. The ad- 
dress will occupy the space to the right 
of the line, but matter may be written 
or printed in the space to the left.

Schafer is editor of the Citizens Bul- 


the Bulletin Publishing Co. They had 


last March, but on which execution had 
only recently been ordered. 

Editorial attacks on County Judge 
Sumpter recently made by the Bulletin 
have become unusually warm and orders 
were issued this week to Sheriff R. L. 
Williams to collect the money or put 
the men in Jail for 30 days, or until they 
should decide to pay the money. 

Sheriff Williams, who has been in- 
dicted five times this year for alleged 
nonfeasance in office through instru- 
mentality of the local reform party, rep- 
resented by the Citizens’ Improvement 
Union, placed the warrants in the hands 
of a deputy who sent the editors an 
apologetic communication urging them 
either to pay the fine and not compel 
him to place them in Jail, or to submit 
quietly to arrest. 

Citizens Were Indignant. 

It has been suggested to the Sheriff 
that serious trouble might result from 
an attempt to made the arrest, although 
the warning was without foundation. 
Indignation was intense among the 
ranks of the vc. I. 
the Citizens’ Improvement Union are 
called, and one tragedy almost resulted 
as a result of the arrests. Dave Young, 
a saloon keeper who bears the reputa- 
tion of a dangerous character, and Dr. 
M. G. ‘Thompson, a member of Rev. 
Amis’ church, quarreled and Young had 
pulled a pistol from his pocket before 
being restrained by Sheriff Williams. 

Following the arrest of Amis and 
Schaefer an indignation meeting of the 
Citizens’ Improvement Union was held, 
but no public demonstration was made 
by the organization. 
The careers of the C. T..U. and the 
Citizens’ Daily Bulletin have been 
stormy. A little over a year ago pub- 
lic gambling in palatial clubhouses ‘was 
regarded as a permanent institution 
here. At that time gamblers’ money 
cominated politics and elections were 
farces. Many respectable citizens re- 
fused to go near the polis, which were 
in the hands of rowdies and the float- 
ing hobo element. 

The reform spirit f!nally found a ledg- 
ing place here. A handful of citizens 
organized themselves and adopted the 
rame “Citizens’ Improvement Union.” 
Persons who had not voted for years 
joined by dozens and then in scores. 
In a month's time the reformers, with 
their ranks swelled to hundreds, en- 
tered the political field and nominated 
wu municipal ticket. 

On election day they fought hard, 
even the club women of the city work- 
ing at the polls. The result was an 
overwhelming defeat for the reformers, 
who had gone up against a political 
machine of 20 years’ standing. 


Drove Gamblers From City. 

Before the county election in the fall 
had rolled around the C. I. U. had ac- 
complished two imvortant moves. It 
formed a “skidoo’” committee of 23 
members and drove the gamblers, the 
source of the corruption funds, from 
the city. The fight was bitter but de- 
cisive. 

The second movement was to estab- 
lish a newspaper. The Citizens’ Semi- 
Weekly Bulletin made its appearance. 
Schaefer, who had been compelled to 
resign the city editorship of a datly 
paper as a result of previous attacks 
on the “ring,” was made editor. The 
first week he was sued for $10,000 on @ 
libel complaint. The svcond week 
threats were made against his life. The 
third week the C. IL U. hired armed 
men to guard the Bulletin continuously 
for eight weeks. 

Expose followed expose. The town and 
county underwent an awakening, but 
again the “gang” won at the polls. 
Contest suits were instituted, some of 
which have been successful, and many 
of which are still pending. 

Appointment of just Jury Commission- 


lected, who indicted the Mayor, Chief 
of Detectives, Sheriff, County Judge 
and scores of election judges, clerks 
and other officials. 

A stock company was readily formed 
to perpetuate the Semi-Weekly Bulletin 
as a daily paper with Schaefer a8 Man- | 
aging editor. It was a success from the 
start. Then followed other sweeping re-| 
form measures. Pressure was brought to 
bear on the Legislature and racetrack 
gambling was knocked in Hot Springs 
as well as throughout the State. An 
entire set of municipal officers were 
elected. A former Chief of Police of 
St. Louis, James W. Campbell, w4 
made head of the Police Department.

JAPS FIND FORT 
THAT DON'T EXIT 


Busy Correspondents Found Them 
Sketching Works Where 
There Are None.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—It is now ad- 
mitted by all the officials of the Ameri- 
can Government that the Japanese are 
the most wonderful people in the world. 
They are not only marvelously skillful 
in producing works of art, they are not 
only the greatest imitators known, but 
they have captured the palm for mak- 
ing remarkable discoveries. 

Two mysterious Japanese spies have 
been detected making sketches of the 
fortifications at the Washington Navy 
Yard, where no “fortifications exist. 
These Japs were ejected from the yard 
by Government officials and have dis- 
appeared absolutely, according to a sen- 
sational story published in a local pa- 
per here this afternoon. Now the offi- 
cials are sorry they allowed these spies 
to escape and a search for them is 
being made in the bores of the great 
guns, in the priming holes, and even in 
the melting pots. 

As all the fortifications protecting 
Washington are located several miles 
down the Potomac River, after the 
publication of the story many of the 
leading officials visited the navy yard 
to see the great fortifications there that 
were discovered by the spies.

Gitchell, in command of 
Fort Rosecrans, Cal., to report all the 
facts regarding the arrest of a Jap spy 
who was sketching the fortifications 
which do not exist at that place. 

Rear Admiral Evans, commanding the 
Atlantic Fieet, was at the Navy De- 
partment today consulting the officials 
regarding the condition of the navy 
yard work on the vessels afloat of his 
fleet. 

Admiral Evans is going to Lake Mo- 
honk for a week’s rest, after which he 
will return to the fleet, which will be 
assembled off the Chesapeake Capes 
about Aug. 2. The vessels will en- 
gage in target practice until Sept. 9. 

Brownson Discusses Charges. 

Rear Admiral Brownson, Chief of the 
Bureau of Navigation, in discussing the 
charge that some of the battleships of 
the navy are defective, today, said: 
“That tpere were defects in the Ore- 
gon class and the Kentucky and the 
Kearsarge is well known; in fact, these 
defects were discovered before the com- 
pletion of those ships, but the wonder is 
that there were so few defects, consider- 
ing that they were the first heavy bat- 
tleships built In this country. Compared 
with the battleships of other nations, 
designed and built at the same time, the 
Oregon class was conspicuously superi- 
or: in fact, that class was referred to 
by the leading British technical pa- 
pers at the time as the ‘peerless battle- 
ship’ and the interior arrangement and 
other points were said to be of especial 
excellence. 

“T am of the opinion that if the whole 
situation could be known it would be 
seen that other nations have had and 
are still having their troubles in their 
shipbuilding programs."

All the days wherein the plague shall be tm 
him he shall be defiled. He is unclean. He 
shall dwell alone. Without the camp shall his 
habitation be..—Leviticus, xiii, 46. 

The most miserable man and the most 
solitary captive in St. Louis is Peter 
Argopia, leper. Locked in a dingy room 
on the top floor of the old City Hall, 
he sees only the attendant who gives 
him his medicine and sets his meals in- 
side the door, then quickly goes away. 

The scriptural injunction commands 
him to shrink from those who approach 
him, and to cry out, “Uneclean, un- 
clean,’’ yet he cannot utter those words 
so that anyone approaching him in his 
present prison house would understand 
him. The unfortunate speaks no Eng- 
lish. His native Armenian is his only 
tongue, and no countryman of his can 
be induced to go near enough to him to 
act as interpreter. 

His sentence is written 
word on a sign above the door: 
tion.’’ , 


Cut Off From Fellew Men. 
A stranger in a strange land, he will 


never again have a chance to mingle 
with his fellowmen, unless a miracle of 
science is performed in his behalf. 

Argopia came to 8t. Louls from Ar- 
menia four years ago. He was a well 
set up young man, even handsome, 
with the dark beauty of feature shown 
by so many of his race. He was 
strong, too, eager to work to make a 
fortune and bring to America the bride 
whom he left behind him. The ruddy 
glow of health was in his cheeks when 
he obtained employment in an East §t. 
Louis foundry. His tasks were heavy, 
but he did not care. His muscles were 
almost as hard as t he steel he handled, 

Four months ago, though still living 
in East St. Louis, he came to St. Louis 
to work in a steel mill. Apparently he 
was still well, he says, but he had oc- 
casional headaches. It seemed strange 
to him that a big, strong fellow should 
have so trivia] an ailment. 

Burned, Felt No Paina, 
A month ago, while carrying a ladle

the almost blazing liquid leaped from 
the ladle and splattered over the back 
of his hand. 

He felt no pain. The skin was 
burned from his hand, but it did not 
hurt. 

This was so remarkable that it wor- 
ried him. He spoke of it to the physi- 
cian who dressed the wound and the 
physician shook his head solemnly. 
This inability to feel pain is one of 
the first symptoms of what is known 
as anesthetic leprosy. 

On the advice of the physician, Ar- 
gopla attended a clinic at the St. Louis 
Skin and Cancer Hospital. There it was 
found that livid spots were beginning 
to appear on his back and arma. 

After he had attended several of the 
clinics, the hospital authorities notified 
Chief Dispensary Physician Scott that 
they believed the man had leprosy. 

An ambulance was hurried to the 
foundry where Argopia worked, and de- 
spite his protests, he was taken to the 
isolation ward. A preliminary exum- 
ination by Dr. Scott showed unmistak- 
able signs of leprosy. 


Friends Fiee From Him. 

Up to that point the Health Depart- 
ment officials had no difficulty In ob- 
taining from the man a history of his 
case. Friends stood by him and acted 
as interpreters until the fateful moment

He is being held In the Isolation ward 
until the Board of Health decides 
whether he shall be sent to the quar- 
antine station, near Wickes, 8t. Louis 
County, or shall be sent back to Bast 
St. Louis, whence he came. Dr. Scott 
says a decision will be reached early 
this week.

Judge Pollard’s Police Court earned 
$26,556.50 in the fiscal year ending April 
8 1907, acocrding to the official report 
which the Judge submitted to Mayor 
Wells yesterday. The total fines im- 
posed amounted to $87,981, of which 
$29.977 were paid by hard labor in the 
Workhouse and the remainder stayed, 
either by Judge Pollard or Mayor Wells, 
avoided by appeal or otherwise satis- 
fied.

$429 cases. Of these 4575 were State 
cases and dismissals.

They kept from her at first the re- 
cent news that Manuel had been kid- 
naped in Douglas, Ariz., and taken 
across the Mexican border in an auto- 
mobile, to be tried as a conspirator. 
They have told her of the adventure 
since they learned that the United 
States had demanded his return, 

Another Son Is Prisoner. 

It is their sorrow that they cannot 
give her equally good news of her other 
son, Juan. He is a prisoner in the fort- 
ress of San Juan de Ulua, and there is 
little hope that the Diaz government 
will release him at any near time. There 
is fear among his comrades that he will 
never leave the grim prison alive. 

Copies of a pamphlet, published by the 
Mexican junta in El Paso, Tex., are in 
the hands of the St. Léuis revolution- 
ists. The pamphlet is the speech of 
Juan Sarabia in his own defense before 
the Mexican court which sentenced him 
for an indefinite term, not less than 
seven years, to prison. It is his ans- 
swer to the three charges of conspiracy, 
destruction of public property, and re- 
bellion. They intend to translate the 
book in English and distribute it here. 


Manuel Makes Many Friends, 

Dispatches from the Arizona town 
from which Manuel Sarabia was kid- 
naped by American and Mexican of- 
ficers, say that hundreds gathered to 
meet the train on which he was ex- 
pected to return.

The parishioners who filed charges 
agaisnt Father Kuhlman are jubilant. 
Their first notification of the order 
came when the order was received by 
Father Kuhlman Thursday afternoon. 
He showed the letter from the bishop 
to some of his partisans, and a meet- 
ing. of his followers Was called. When 
the cause of the gathering reached 
the ears of those opposing the priest 
a meeting was held celebrating their 
victory. : 

Ten women members.of the parish 
went to Belleville Friday morning 
and requested the bishop to counter- 
mand his order of removal. Among 
those who made the request were 
Mrs. Edward Dollar, Mrs. Joseph 
Clark, Mrs. Geppert, Mrs. Nieman and 
Mrs. Schaeffer. Friday night 25 men 
of the parish visited the bishop and 
requested him to reinstate ather 
Kuhlman. Among them were W. §&. 
Reynolds, Hubert Schaffhauser, Cas- 
per Voss, Anton Depel, Edward Dol- 
lar, T. W. Schlarman, Joseph Clark 
and Joseph Hunman. At the close of 
the conference the bishop refused to 
reconsider his action. 

Some of the deposed pastor’s par- 
tisans threaten to withdraw from the 
parish. 

} One of the charges against Father 

Kuhlman was that, during the 18 years 
of his pastorate, he had completed only 
the foundation of the church. When the 
charges were filed three months ago, 
work was begun on the church by Fa- 
ther Kuhlman’'s order, and four or five 
men have been working there since. 
When he received the removal order 
Thursday, he ordered all work stopped. 

It was charged that Father Kuhlman 
had gone outside of his priestly duties 
in purchasing property and constructing 
buildings In his own name, while he 
allowed the church building to remain 
unfinished and held cnurch services in 
the covered foundation for 13 years. An- 
other charge recited that he could not 
agree with his assistant priests and had 
forced the resignation of three assist- 
ants within two years. The assistant 
priests who left the parish during that 
time were Fathers Baubst, Allberg and 
Miller. 

The committee which filed the charges 
consisted of Henry Renshaw, Emil 
Kiefer, James McHale, William Donze 
and M. B. Nolan. .vhen Father Kuhl- 
man's successor takes charge, this com- 
mittee intends to ask a complete exam- 
ination of the church's books.

NEW YORK, July 13.—The Evening Sun, in its financial review for the 


week, says: 


It is often the case that the dealings in the stock market for a whole week 
are most clearly illustrated in the transactions of a single and particular day. 
Up to last Monday there had been an almost unbroken rise in prices cov- 
ering the space of two weeks. On this advance the average level of the railway 
list had been lifted to the neighborhood of $7 a share. 
' There was nothing particularly disconcerting, or, at any rate, novel- in 
the situation at large on Monday but the significant fact remained that on 
that day the market reacted—was even weaker on Tuesday and broke very 


sharply on Wednesday. 


To find an explanation of the pronounced reversal in the market’s form it is 
necessary only to review the highly spéculative operations which were insti- 
tuted by a Boston speculative celebrity and his associates on June 24. 


In the face of set of circumstances 


Dy no means «onducive to market sta- 
bility or t -onfidence in the financial 


situation, this clique attempted to bring 
about, and to some extent was success- 


ful, a rise in prices already noted. Their 
Success was a very clear illustration of 
the application of brute force to an inert 
market. 

After all is sail and done, stock mar- 
ket prices never rise or fall except when 
buying orders are in excess of sclling 
orG@ers or v: > versa. 

At the time Mr. Lawson and his asso- 
clates entered upon their undertaking 
they discovered a thoroughly ‘liquidated 
Speculative situation, so much so, in 
fact, that it is doubtful whether they 
had to acquire a very large amount of 
stocks to bring about the market re- 
sults wh'ch were achieved. 

Operations Successful, 

Inasmuch as the average level of the 
market has not thus far receded to the 
point at which it rested when their op- 
erations began, it may be assumed that 
their undertal..ng was successful in a 
pecuniary sense. That being the case, 
it does not appear that the-speculative 
element of Wall street has any good 
ground for deprecatory comment, upon 
the operations of the pool.

As mentioned, the general 
stances under which this bullish manip- 
uiation Was undertaken were by no 
means auspicious for the enterprise.

Sheep Are Lower Also. 


The sheep market was fairly well 
supplied last week and whilé the bulk 
of the arrivals were spring lambs from 
Illinois and Missourt, there was several 
cars of lambs on sale from Tennessee, 


also several cars of clipped Western 
lambs from Missouri and three double- 
decks of sheep from Texas. 

The market was in fairly good sha 
all week, although prices were on the 
decline, but buyers wanted all the good, 
fat sheep and lambs they could get and 
they cleaned up the offerings each day. 
During the week lambs declined about 
25c and sheep about l5c, while breeding 
ewes and stockers held steady. 

The early part of the week the best 
lambs sold at $7.25@7.60, but later these 
same kinds of lambs were selling at 
$7@7.35 and pretty fair kinds of lambs 
could be purchased laiw in the week 
from $6.66@6.90, while most of the culls 
were selling at $5@5.50. Most of the 
mutton sheep sold at $5.50, with a few 
reaching $5.75, but there Was also some 
that had to be let go at $%.2%.

Horses Lively; Mules Steady. 


While the range horse sale was the 
main feature of the trade the past week 
and is really responsible for the in- 
flated volume of receipts, a welcomed 


improvement developed in both the de- 
mand and values on the native side. 
All classes of horses for the regular 
trade ruled actively in the movement 
and sold back on a level with prices 
in force before the recent break. About 
1200 head of range horses passed under 
the hammer Tuesday, a bunch of Mon- 
tana offerings weighing 1000 pounds go- 
ing at $110 around, $1 leas than the rec- 
ord. Total receipts for the period ag- 
gregate 1500 head. 

Receipts of mules were light and most- 
lv consigned to the commission interests. 
Dealers operated freely and offerings 
meeting requirements sold actively at 
steady to strong prices. Everything 
with good ages, size and quality were 
cleaned up by the close of each day, 
but the young stuff tncluded in the sup- 
ply did not make a very good impres- 
sion. They have been very draggy sell- 
ers and hard propositions to turn into 
a profit for the shipper.

Acreage Large, but Condition Pour- 


est in Years—Futures 
Easier. 








CORN BULLISH 








Prices in the local wheat market last 
week Were nervous and several good- 
sized advances and declines were made. 
The Government report issued last 
Wednesday was the chief feature of 
the week. The report places the con- 
dition of the winter wheat crop on 
July 1 at 783 per cent, and spring 
Wheat at 87.2, and all wheat combined 
at 81.6 per cent. The amount of wheat 
in farmers’ hands is 654,853,000 bu, or 7.5 
per cent of last year’s crop. It is esti- 
mated by an expert that according to 
the Government’s figures the total yield 
of winter wheat will be 396,116,000 bu, 
and spring wheat 243,667,000 bu, a total 
of 640,308,000 bu. As the crop last year 
was 735,260,000 bu, this shows a deficien- 
cy of 95,932,000 bu. 

The report was somewhat more béar- 
ish than was anticipated, but was not 
far from the general expectation and 
caused but little change in future prices. 

Generally unfavorable crop conditions 
continue, though some improvement was 
noted. Advices from the Northwest as 
to the spring wheat crop were of a na- 
ture to cause the shorts much anxiety 
early in the week. KMspeciallv were mes- 
sages from North Dakota of a discour~ 
aging nature, and reports from South 
Dakota and Minnesota were generally of 
a bullish trend, stating that the plant 
in many sections is diseased and that 
green bugs of the destructful species 
have been discovered by the State ento- 
mologist. The hot, dry weather was 
also complained of early in the week, 
but heavy and general rains that did 
much good fell later, and caused a 
change of sentiment as to the spring 
wheat prospects. The rains caused con- 
siderable improvement in most. sec- 
tions of the Northwest and prospects are 
better, though the bulls are still lay- 
ing stress on the danger of early frost. 
The movement to the Northwestern 
markets showed somewnat of a let up, 
but the receipts are still running far 
over those of last year, and in store 
stocks fn that region continue to show 
increases. The strong cash demand at 
Minneapolis’ which has existed most of 
this season also showed a let-up, and 
prices on fresh wheat there were rather 


weak.

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HE new Carnegié Library, to. be 
erected on Olive, between Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth streets, 

will be an architectural ornament to the 
central part of the city. It was de- 
signed by Cass Gilbert, a New York 
architect. It will front 220 feet on 
Olive street and have a depth of 16 
feet. In the rear, on the remainder of 
the block partially occupied by the 
building, will be a small park. 

The building will be of stone and will 
stand back 75 feet from the sidewalk, 
the approach being by a broad flight of 
steps. The style will be renaissance 
and height two stories. The capacity 
will be 650,000 volumes. The building 
will be so arranged as to permit this to 
be increased at will to 750,000. The 
first books will be those now in cir- 
culation at the Public Library. 

The entrance will be through a rich- 
ly ornamented and very handsome 
vestibule, from which will open the De- 
livery Room.

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HERE have been many 
narrow escapes from 
death in accidents on 


skyscrapers in St. Louis during 
the present big building rush, 
but William R. MacDonald, a 
carpenter, probably has fallen 
farther and received less injury 
than any other man who has fall- 
en from one of these giant struc- 


tures. 
Vv pled over backwards, and shot 
down so rapidiy that it took 
ffve stories tor my body to turn a 
complete somersault. Then, miracu- 
lously, my legs straddled u wire rope, 
_my left arm wrapped around it, and I 
, rede on down below the second fioor 
at lightning speed. |! was fully con- 
_ pclous that, unless something happened 
to stop me, the big steel handie of a 
cement bucket at the bottom of the 
shaft would split my body in half. 
“But something did stop me sudden- 
ly,” he continued, talking rapidly, aw if 
still under the excitement of that swift 
ride down a wire, “and in the twinkling 
of an eye my body was thrown violcnt- 
ly against the side of the shaft.

“On the Thursday morning 1 fell, the 
scaffffold was wet. It had rained the 
night before. I was on the scaffold 
alone, and was Standing up close to 
where it was clamped around a big pine 
post.

He says that if we have a constant 
temperature at the Poles. the earth 
might be elongated and that in course 
of time all the water might become 
frozen up at the Poles, leaving the rest

of the me to become parched and a 
barren waste. “Then,”’ he says. “the 
earth would be ready for destruction 
by fire.” 

He thinks scientists have strange 
ideas about the /heat we receive from 
the sun. He claims that our sun and 
all other suns are composed of radium. 
“giving off a constant heat and light 
without the loss of a singie partic’e of 
its original substance.”’ 


“Tt is well known,” he continues, “that 
Lieut. Simms was ridiculed for advanc- 
ing the idea that a large hole existed at 
the North Pole, and that at this place 
there was constant escape of great 
heat from the center of the earth's 
molten mass.”’ 


He then proceeds to name the North 
Pole country after himself, or the Soutii- 
land, and calls it Dixonia, and divides 
that country into zones. Ths torrid 
gone of the North Po'e, he says, ‘s a 
“veritable hell, which consumes every- 
thing that enters it ana turns all woter 
to vapor.” The other zones are about 
equal in extent, extending about 100 
miles frum the Pole, “thus making che 
distance «Cross Dixonia about 200 
miles."’ 

He thinks creeks and rivers run into 
the center of the Dixonia basin, convey-

ing water to the’ central crater, which 
is ordinarily ¢vaporated. but which 
after enormous rainfails pours into the 
crater, comes in contact with the hot 
molten, mass of the earth's interior and 
produces a volcanic outburst, that gives 
us the great northern light. 

The air, he says, enters at the North 
Pole and comes out at the South Pole. 
He thinks “the rapid evaporation of va- 
pors at the North Pole’ in Dixonia- 
land causes much rainfall and produces 
abundan;: vegetation. 

“When this territory is explored,”’ he 
says, “I predict the finding of men 
similar to the Eskimo, though inhabit- 
ing a warm climate.” 

He also thinks that we may find de- 
scendants of the Sir John Franklin expe- 
ditions and may rescue Andre. He warns 
Walter Wellman not to let hits balloon 
descend into tle opening of the eartn 
at the North Pole and carry him into the 
molten Mass. 

He predicts that rich minera} deposits 
will be found, “possibly a great diamond 
field, possibly new species of fish and 
sea monsters and the mammoth in 
herd:.”

ficient to give off a great amount of 
heat, causing all water that falla into 
the Polar Basin to be turned into Vapor 
and carried south by the great north- 
ern winds.’ Perhaps a bolt of lightning 
‘penetrates the radium,” producing the 
Aurora Borealis. He thinks that it ts al- 
most perpetual day or twilight there. 

“Canada.” he says, ‘claims that her 
dominion extends to the Pole, but dis- 
regarding her preposterous claim, we 
today mentally hoist Old Glory over Diz- 
onia and claim it as United States ter- 
ritory, and I expect to be appointed 
first Territorial Governor.” 

Mr. Dixon then presents his own &spe- 


cial map of the North Pole, or Dixonia. 
He goes on to explain what would be 
necessary to build an electric raiiroad 
to the North Pole and argues that it is 
no unusual task. He would bulld a 
narrow gauge road for the sake of 
economy, place the ties on solid ice, the 
construction to be begun “at Perry- 
ville, 350 miles north of Cape Sabine,” 
for 500 miles across the desert of ice 
and snow to the Pole. 

The cars would have to be of “tron” 
and warmed with hot water. When the 
engineers reached water, naphtha 
launches or pontoon bridges would 
serve. He suggests that Commander 
Peary be enlisted in the enterprise. 
“When Dixonia is explored,” he says, 
“we may find a number of extinet vol- 
canoes and may dev elop a diamond fiel J 
eclisping those of South Africa.” 

“Should both theortes fall.” he eon- 
cludes, “then we will build an ice pal- 
ace that would be visited by touriste in 
great numbers every summer and thus 
make our road atill a good investment.”

“My own horse,’ says Gen. How- 
ard, “seemed to catch the fury; he 
sprang—he rose high on hig hind legs 
and fell over, throwing me to the 
ground. My aide-de-camp, Dessauer, 
was struck by a shot and killed, and 
for a few moments I was as helpless 
as any of the men who were speeding 
without arms to the rear. But faith- 
ful orderlies helped me to remount. 

“Schurz was still doing all he could 
to face regiments about and send them 
to Devens’ northern flank to help the 
few who still held firm. Devens al- 
ready badly wounded, and several of- 
ficers were going similar work.” 

The Sunday Editor of the Post-Dis- 
patch has had some correspondence 
with Gen. Howard relative to Chancel- 
lorsville and a letter from the Gen- 
eral corcludes as follows: 

“President Cleveland, when he 
Placed me on the retired list of the 
Army, gave me credit for having been 
Prominent in some 40 (if T recall the 
number correctly) sizeable battles. 
Chancellorsville was but one—and /] 
shall be 77 at my next birthday.” 

Mr. Schurz’ article in McClure's 
Magatrine contains a passionate pro- 
test against the way in which the 
E eventh Corps was treated by the 
press and the public. He <ays: 

“But we of the Eleventh Corvs had 
to meet there a trial far more severe 
than all the dangers and fatigues of 
the disastrous campaign. Every 
newspaper that feli into our hands 
told the world a frightful story of 
the unexampled misconduct of the 
Heventh Corps; how the “cowardly 
lutehmen” of that corps had thrown 
down their arms and fled at the first 
fire of the enemy; how my division. 
rerresented as having been first at- 
tacked, had led in the disgraceful 
Might without fring a sot; how these

“On May 12th I sent up my official re- 
port. It contained a sober and scrupu- 
lously truthful recital of the events of 
the 2¢ of May—at least, scrupulously 
correct according to my knowledge and 
information—and closed with these 
words: 


“I beg additional 
remark. The Eleventh Corps, and, by 
error or malice, especially the Third 
Division, have been held up to the whole 
country as a band of cowards. My 
division has been made responsible for 
the defeat of the Eleverth Corps, and 
the Eleventh Corps for the failure of 
the campajgn., Preposterous as this is, 
yet we have been overwhelmed by the 
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army and the press with abuse and in- 
sult beyond measure. We have borne 
as much as human nature can endure. 
l am far from Saying that on May 2d 
everybody did his duty to the best of 
his power. But one thing I will say, be- 
cause I know it: these men are not 
cowards. I have seen most of them 
fignt before this, and they fought as 
bravely as any. 

“Il am also-far from saying that 
would have been quite impossible to do 
better in the position the corps occupied 
on May 2d, but I have seen with my 
own eyes troops, who now affect to look 
down upon us with sovereign contempt, 
behave\_ much worse under circum- 
stinces far less trying.

Where will she strike next and how 
long will her career of crime continue?

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HAT floating baths in the river 
would be immensely popular 
4 among the classes which need 
Afiem is proven by the enthusiasm with 
which these people gather at the tiny 
‘bath houses now in operation. They 
crowd there at every hour when the

‘stitutions there is room for only 10 
bathers at a time and in the third and 
largest for only 2. These figures make 
. Bt. Louis ridiculous compared with oth- 
er cities of a similar population, wea)th 
and natural advantages. 
Barges with bathing tanks, slatted so 


_ as to permit the river current to flow 


through, could be built and maintained 
‘the first year for about $7500 apiece. 
‘These barges would aécommodate from 
150 to 300 persons at one time. 
_ Two such barges, built and kept up a 
year for $15,000, would enable thousands 
of persons to plunge into the water in 
“perfect safety on hot summer days, 
whereas now St. Louis provides that 
_ @# persons at a time may stand under 
_ ®hower baths. The cost would be in- 
_ gignificant, the benefit incalculable. 
~ Some difficulties would be met in 
tidewater or in the lakes.

designed for river use, would rest upon 
big water-tight boxes or wooden cha:n- 
bers below the water. On these would 
be erected the dressing rooms and in 
the center would be the tank, its bot- 
tom of slats, with spaces between each 
slat to allow the water to flow in and 
out. The supports of the barge would 
be deeper in the deeper water and short- 
er in the shallower water near the 
Shore. It could also be so arranged 
that the deepest water would be up- 
stream. Thus, if a swimmer became 
helpless the current would carry him 


into shallow water. 
Another slight difficulty would be the 
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sewers that empty into the river. It 
would be necessary to select a location 
for the baths above sewers, which 
would necessitate their being in their 
northern part of the city. This could be 
arranged so as to completely avoid any- 
thing of an objectionable nature. 

In the winter time the barges would 
have to be removed from the water on 
aceount of the grinding of ice. This 
wouid be an item of small expense, but 
it is included in the gstimate of main- 
tenance and building cost before men- 
tioned. 

Once _ installed the floating baths 
would be among the most valuable and 
best patronized features of the city’s 
provisions for brightening and making 
more healthy the lives of the people. 

They would combine sanitation with 
sport, health with amusement. One 
thousand men and women would visit 
floating baths to one who visits the 
miserably inadequate shower baths, 
even though the latter were far more 
commodious and attractive than they 
are. At present, however, the _ river 
flows by, neglected by the Park Com- 
mission and the three shower bath 


houses are al’ that is Ph se sl for the 








people. . 

One of these houses is at Tenth and 
Mullanphy streets. Ten persons may 
take a shower in it at the same time. 
Another is at the Model Playground at 
ferest Park. In size it is similar te the 
first named. The newest and largest of 
the three is on Tenth street between 
Carr and Biddle streets. It has accom 
modations for 25 persons at one time, 
some of the bathing arrangements be- 
ing showers and some small tubs. There 
are no tubs at the other two places. 
There has been a great deal of delay in 
the completion of the newest bath heuse 
and a iarge part of the summer passed 
away without its being utilized. 

But meager and restricted as these 
provisions are, they are proving a com- 
fort to dozens of persons who flock 
there in numbers larger than the baths 
accommodate to await their turn. 
How many more would use the free 
public baths if they were larger it is 
impossible to say. Even larger shower- 
bath houses would be a grateful acqui- 
sition to the people. 

In spite of all this, however, until this 
zummer, St. Louis, with her three-quar- 
ters of a million population and _ her 
many, Many millons of wealth, provilded 
enly 20 shower baths for her thousands 
upon thousands of sweltering people. 
Now the number of so-called baths has 
been doubled, but it is pitiful in com- 
parison with the immense army of men 
women and children who need just this 
sort of thing. 

.. In New York the floating baths repre- 
sent an expenditure of vast sums of 
money, but they pay interest a hundred 
fold, usury without restriction, in glad 
hearts, in clean bodies, strong arms and 
healthy lives in the grim districts of the 
city. They ring, these baths, with laugh- 
ter and shouts of merriment rising from 
the lips of women and children, who, 
before the baths were, suffered and 
sweltered in close, overheated tenements 
all the long summer days. And what 
are dollars, after all, that they sheuld 
be esteemed higher than such laughter 
on such wan lips? 

Boston is a close panied to New 
York in the matter of floating baths. 
They have some splendid arrangements 
there for the people to bathe. Baltl- 
more also has them and so has every 
one of the larger _citles on the lakes, 
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HIS is a whiskerless generation. 
4% Nine men out of every ten 
wear neither beards nor mustache, 
and the ratio between the smooth 
shaven and mustached men on the one 
hand and the bearded men on the other 
is one to one hundred or even greater. 
The Spanish-American War caused a 
brief revival of beards, the Van Dyke 
being a fad among military men, and a 
few young men who did not serve in 
the army but who followed the lead set 
by the soldiers. But the old-fashioned 
bushy beard, the “burnsides, and the 
g0atee, are under the ban. Beardg to- 
day are worn almost exclusively by 
elderly men. 

The beard naturally is a sign of 
strength and fighti-g proclivities. The 
buffalo who roamed the plains, led the 
herd on its wanderings, headed \the 
charge when enemies were met, wore 
a black goater-like cluster of long hairs

under his great chin. The lion has a 
tawny beard and great shaggy mane, 
which add much to the ferocity of his 
appearance. Maie goats and deer have 
very well developed beards, especially 
the elk. Many of the more powerful of 
the ape and monkey tribes are similarly 
adorned by nature. 


The ancient Saxons and the Northmen 
wore their hair flowing and uncut and 
long beards fell upon their great mus- 
cular chests. .: was the sign of a serf 
or slave with them to Aut the hair or 
the beard. The ‘‘free-necked man” and 
the warrior was as proud of the profu- 
sion Of hair on his face and head as he 
was of his courige. 

But the ancient Roman who stands 
out among the men of all history as the 
arch type of personal and national force 
Was smooth shaven and his hair was 
worn short. 

In England, Germany and Russia the 





It has not been @ 
very popular adornment in America @X- 
cept during the Civil War, and for some 
years after the war, by men who took 
part in the events of that time. Beards 
and war go together.

But the Japa- 
nese, who administered such a drubbing 
to Russia, are beardless nation. 

This is an aseptic age. The microbe 
is a great bug-a-boo of our modern clv- 
ilization. Physicians, who are the only 
persons that ever really saw a microbe, 
declare that the beard and the mustache 
are regular happy homes for these in- 
visible enemies of the flesh. The doctors 
tell us that germs grow in ‘burns e3” 
like tadpoles in a stagnant pool. That 
is one of the greatest reasons why fact- 
hirsute adornments have been mowed 
from the cheeks and chins of our coun- 
trymen. 

Few will heed the medical man when 
he pronounces against the kiss, the 
great joy of so many lives.

During the entire 
month of June he did not taste 
food, but finished his long trial in 
superb health. 

His purpose in this, which 
others deem such a heroic under- 
taking, was twofold. First, he 
believed he could better his own 
physical condition. Secondly, he 
wished to obtain information as 
to dietetics that he thinks will be 
of value to humanity generally.

HE recent litigation over the affairs 
T of St. Stanislaus Polish Catholic 
Church has called attention to a 
curious and interesting incident in the 
building of St. Louis. That incident 
is the disappearance of ‘“‘Kerry Patch” 
and the growth of a great Polish quar- 
ter in its place. It is a fascinating 
story, typical of St, Louis and typically 
American. 

Twenty-four years ago the Polish 
parish of St. Stanislaus was created and 
with the announcement of this new 
tember among the Catholic churches 
of the city came the realization that 
“Kerry Patch’ was doomed. ‘Kerry 
Patch” had a color and an atmosphere 
of its own. Many of its denizens were 
“syuatters” and their residences were 
huts with thatched roofs. Poverty, 
squalor and the omniverous goat were 
nearly everywhere. 

But with the advent of the Pole the 
thatch-roof hovel gave way to the brick 
building, thrift, though but the thrift of 
humble laborers, superseded the confu- 
sion of poverty and litter that had en- 
folded “Kerry Patch” tike a garment. 
Men whose names ended in “ski” or 
“wich” became more numerous (tan

His father was a man of means and 
the young priest had enjoyed excellent 
advantages before donning the cassock. 
But because of his devotion to the 
church and his determination to become 
a priest he had been exiled. And for 
that reason his education was completed 
in America and he was ordained in St. 
Louis by Archbishop Ryan. 

He had a splendid physique, a sympa- 
thetic but discriminating heart, indus- 
try, faith in himself, in his own coun- 
trymen and in his church, and added to 
all this, uncommon talent as an orkan- 
izer. The Poles who had come to “Ker- 
ry Patch,” strangers in a strange land, 
rallied about this strong young priest 
and acknowledged him to be their pop- 
ular leader. 

St. Stanislaus’ Church was a_ brick 
building on Twentieth street just north 
of O'Fallon. It was but partially paid 
for. A large part of the surrounding 
property had been purchased also, but 
the new church was small and heavily 
in debt. Forty families worshiped 
there. A long, hard struggle was ahead. 

The young priest and his church trus- 
tees—St. Stanisiaus was incorporated—

Every year the number of families in 
the church grew. Other Polish churches 
sprang into being—St. Casimir’s, St. 
Hedwig's and the new Polish church in 
South St. Louis. They all off- 
shoots of St. Stanislaus. 

Of course, before long the original 
church edifice became too small to con- 
tain all those who flocked to services 
on Sunday, and a new church, larger, 
finer and more costly, was built on 
another part of the church property. 
also facing Twentieth street. The old 
church became the parochial school 
building. A commodious and attractive 
brick home for the pastor was con- 
structed and, last of all, a mother house 
for a chapter of Polish nuns. the first 
in America.

And the 
Polish sisterhood ws formed. 


Now, indeed, Father Stanowski felt 
that he could desire no more. He could 
set his mind at rest ar. watch, with no 
more doubt, no more discouragement, no 
more great personal effort, the wonder- 
ful movement set going through the me- 
dium of the church continue en to the 
fullest grandeur of fruition. 


About three years ago there came to 
St. Stanislaus an assistant pastor, Fath- 
er Zielinski, who had just been ordajned. 
The friends of Father Stanowski say 
the younger man Was too ambitious. 
They assert that he sought to build up 
a party of his own.

parish. This saduened Father Stanowsk! 
more than anything else that had hap- 
pened. 

The suit against the pastor and trus- 
tees went to trial before Circuit Judge 
Taylor recently. He examined the 
charter, he investigated the church 
books, he heard oral testimony. 

“If you find anything wrong on any 
page of these church books,” he said, 
“I'll appoint a receiver. But there ts 
nothing wrong with them. This priest 
ought to have been a banker.” 

He ruled that under the charter the 
six trustees and the pastor were the 
corporation entitsed te control the 
church property as such. The decision 
was a victory for Father Stenewski. 
His friends feel that it was not enly a 
victory but a vindication. Meanwhile 
he pursues the even tenor ef his way.

ISS PHOEBE COUZINS of Wash- 
M ington, the erstwhile defender of 
: women's rights, who earned for 
_ herself a national reputation for her 
work on the platform in advocacy of 
the ballot for-her sex, has recanted. 

Miss Couzins is no longer an advo- 
cate of equaf rights for women; on the 
contrary, she believes that the ballot 
in the hands of the fair sex would be 
an instrument of evil to the undoing 
of all good government in the United 
States. 

Miss Couzins ‘visited St. Louls to 
attend the commencement exercises and 
gsemi-centennial anniversary of Wasgh- 
ington University, of which she wus 
the first woman graduate. She came 
to. the city expecting to make an ad- 
dress, but was snubbed by the faculty, 
it was claimed, not even receiving 
an invitation to be present on the plat- 
fofm. Miss Couzins, highly incensed at 
the treatment she received and being in 
feeble health, left St. Louis for the 
Green Mountains of Vermont. Regarding 
her recantation of woman suffrage she 


“] first began to have my doubts as 
to the benefit to be derived from giv- 
ing the ballot to women during the 
_ Suffrage campaign in California in 1896. 
This came about when the W. C. T. U. 
publicly announced that as soon as the 
_ 2% Was procured they intended to 
ciose all the wineries and branderies 
and distilleries of all kinds in the coun- 
try. I then said that if the ballot was 
going to be used as a lever to destroy 
seated interests or industries I would 
no. councenance it. We had a lively 
pout and tne suffrage amendment was 
defeated.

F YOU have visited the great 
] Smithsonian Institution in Washing- 

ton, that wondrous treasure-house 
of natural history, is no time to 
lost. If you put off your visit the 
building may be eaten up by the time 
you finally decide to pay it a call. 

Eaten up! you exclaim. Exactly; not 
destroyed by earthquake, nor fire nor 
flood; simply devoured to make a square 
meal for seventeen or eighteen billions 
of white ants! 

These terrible pests—termites, as they 
are called scientifically—have been ap- 
pearing from time to time in the build- 
ing. It has been found impossible to 
exterminate them, and their numbers, 
despite every effort to reduce’ them, 
have gradually increased, until this 
summer there are, it estimated, 17,- 
000,000,000 of the ants in the ins i.u- 
tion, and the family is still growing. 

W vodwork disappearing, the floor- 
ing is falling away in places, and what 
the ants have done to the parts of the 
building which are hidden from 
view can only be guessed, unti! 
sity shall require an overhauling of the 
whole building. 

Where the white ants came from, no- 

body can tell. Perhaps some time back 
in the ante-Langley days, some curator 
had them imported from their native 
lair, which is South America, for study 
of their habits. In the tropics, where 
these termites abvund, they are more 
than a nuisance; they are a positive 
menace to peace and life. They destroy 
iminense buildings by undermining their 
foundations. They swarm through 
towns, driving the inhabitants to the 
country. They swarm over farms, anid 
leave. devastation behind, even as the 
locust does in places where he 
goes. They cannot killed by any 
means except fire, liberal use of 
kerosene. They increase more rapidly 
than any known species of ant, and 
ihat is at a rate almost beyond compu- 
tation. They are hideous to look at, 
being soft, unlike the North American 
ant, and bristling with a slight fuzz 
They are armed with little saw-like 
mandibles. whick. can make their way 
through the hardest wood in an in- 
credibly short time. And their appetite 
appalling in its size! 
Where they came from is, as has been 
Boston had the 
English sparrow brought into its classic 
shades to help exterminate the caterpil- 
Boston Common. Now they are 
to exterminate the sparrow. 
else took the gypsy moth into 
Massachusetts to study its habits. Now 
there are no fruit or pine trees left in 
Massachusetts and the State is paying 
out a fortune each year trying to get 
rid of the moth. 

California imported the San Jose scuale 
to help the growth of the olive crop— 
or was it figs? At any rate, the San 
Jose scale proceeded to shirk its original 
job, and devoted its time to destroying 
everything it could eat. 

From some similar origin, no 
arose the presence of the white 
Washington. But, whatever its 
ning, its present industriousness 
doubted by anybody. 

The white ants first appeared in the 
Smithsonian Institution about a dozen 
vears ago. There was wonder at their 
presence far north as Washington, 
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for, except in rare cases, they are never 
seen further north than Georgia, and sel- 
dom so far up as that. The authorities 
to whose attention they were called or- 
dered that they be driven out, and ef- 
forts were made to have the orders ful- 
filled. . Kerosene seemed to be the one 
thing, that the termites did not like, and 
it was given to them unstintingly. It 
killed thousands of them, and the rest— 
retired. They were not seen again for 
a year or more. Then they came back, 
with their grandchildren. ; 

This time there were thousands and 
thousands more of them, and they soon 
made their presence felt. Whole win- 
dow sashes were turned from solid wood 
to sawdust under the industry of their 
suw-bills. The flooring was eaten away 
from the walls for the space of three or 
four inches, and the cases in which rare

specimens of butterflies and birds were 
kept were chewed to fine powder. 

More energetic remedies were em- 
ployed, and the ants lost terribly. The 
remainder—it seemed scarcely a hand- 
ful, 80 many millions of them were left 
dead—departed, and the _ institution 
heaved a sigh of relief. 

But the joy of the authorities was 
soon to be dispelled, for, with the next 
sign of hot weather, out came the white 
ants, and yvear after year they have re- 
peated their spring visit, each time de- 
stroying more and more property, as 
their numoers have increased. Now 
there is positive danger to the institu- 









































enthusiasm over trivial as well as over 
momentous matiers, and it would re- 
sult in grave catustrophes to the nation 
if they had the power to put their 
toolish ideas into practice.

“They hissed and stor:ned in the com- 


n:ittee room and corridors and hehaved 
themselves generally in a ridiculous and 
ur.dignified manner. The day before, 
all over the United States, they had 
held a day of fasting and prayer for 
the Lord to influence Congress on che 
smoct case and the prohibition _ bill. 
“he Lord seems to have been in collu- 
sion with both the Senate and the 
House, for the bill was killed and 
Smoot retained his seat. 
‘Women are easily influenced. ‘They 
not stop to think of the conse- 
quences of their acts and in their hands 
the ballot would become a most dan- 
xerous weapon and I for one never wish 
io see then: have the suffrage. I have 
recanted for ali time.”

Nothing, uniess cased in metal. can 
resist the jaws of the white arts. They 
have been known to destroy the whole 
woodwork of a house in a single sca- 
son. 

The ants always do their work under 
cover of darkness, and at all expendi- 
ture of labor they keep themselves un- 
der cover, -so that their destructive la- 
bors are often completed before the 
least intimation has been given. 

For example, the termites will bore 
through the boards of a floor, drive 
their tunnels up the legs of a table 
or chair, and consume everything but 
iu mere shell nc thicker than paper, and 
vet leave everything in an apparently 
perfect condition. Many a resident of 
sub-tropical regions where the white 
ants abound, has only ascertained the 
real condition of his furniture by find- 
ing a chair crumble into dust as he sat 
upon it, or a whole ataircase fall to 
pieces the moment a foot was set on 
it. And that is just what is feared in 
the case of the Smithsonian Institute. 

M. de Quatrefages, a distinguished 
French Government scientist, who was 
recently sent to the south of France 
to investigate the depredatiens of a 
colony of white ants there, made the 
following interesting report: 

‘The prefecture and a few neighbor- 
ing houses are the principal scene of 
the destructive ravages of the termites. 
but here they have taken complete pos- 
session of the premises. In the garden 
not a stake can be put into the ground 
and not a plank can be left on the beds 
without being attacked within 24 or 4&8 
hours. The fences put around the young 
trees are gnawed trom the bottom, while 
the trees themselves are gutted to the 
very branches. 

“Within the prefecture itself the 
apartments and offices are alike in- 
vaded. I saw upon the roof of a bed- 
room that had been lately repaired gal- 
leries made by the termites which 
looked like stalacites and which had 
begun to show themselves thé very day 
after the workmen left the place. In 
the cellars I found similar galleries 
which were either halfway between the 
ceiling and the floor or running along 
the walls and extending, no doubt, up 
to the very garrets. On the principal 
staircase other galleries were observed 
between the ground floor and the second 
fleor, passing under the plaster where- 
ever it was sufficiently thick for the 
purpese and only coming to view at 
different points where the stones were 
on the surface. The termites always 
work under cover wherever it is pos- 
sible for them to do so. It is only by 
incessant vigilance that we can trace 
the course of their devastations and 
prevent thelr ravages. 

“a curious proof was accidentally ob- 
tained of the mischief which the insect 
silently accomplishes) One Gay it was 
discovered that the archives of the de- 
partment were almost totally destroyed, 
and that without the slightest external 
trace of any damage. The white ants 
had reached the boxes in which these 
documents were preserved by mining 
the wainscoting, and they had then 
leisurely set to work to devour these ad- 
ministrative records, carefully respect- 
ing the upper sheets and the margin 
of each leaf, so that a box which was 
only filled by a mass of rubbish seemed 
to inclose a file of papers in perfect 
order. 

“The fardest woods are attacked In 
the same :nanner. I saw on one of the 
siaircases an oak post In which one of 
the clerks had buried his hand up to the 
wrist in grasping at it for support as 
his foot accidentally slipped. The inter- 
ior of the post was entirely formed of 
empty cells, the substance of which 
could be scraped away like dust, while 
the layer that had been left untouched 
py the white ents was not thicker than 
a sheet ef paper.”

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JUDGE SPENCER’S VIEW 

Former Judge Selden P. Spencer of St. 
Louis, a prominent'attorney of the city, 
thus expressed the opinion of the bar: 

“I was much pleased when the Supreme 
Court decided to wear gowns. It will en- 
hance the dignity of the court, increase 
popular respect for that body, and render 
practice before the court, so far as the at- 
torney is concerned, much more pleasant. 
Lawyers generally like that sort of thing 
and personally | do not think that our peo- 
ple can have too much respect for our 
courts.” 
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HB decision of the Missouri Supreme 
Court Judges to wear gowns is part of 

a widespread movement tv dignify 
American courts. The innovation meets with 
the approval of the bar generally and lawyers 
all over the State say the change will be most 
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agreeable to them, for lawyers as a- class 
like dignity and solemnity in all legal pro- 
ceedings. 

The new gowns, which will be of .black silk, 
similar to those worn by the Justices of the 
United States Supreme Court, United States 
Courts of Appeal and Supreme Courts in a 





number of States, will be donned when the 
Missouri Supreme Court moves into its new 
quarters next fall, probably some time in Oc- 
tober. In the new courtroom, appropriately 
ornamented and richly though tastefully em- 
bellished, tne Supreme Court, grave and gown- 
clad, will b> invested with a dignity novel to 
judiciary tribunals in this State. 

Among the Judges of the State Supreme Court 
only one, Judge Fox, was not in favor of the

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gowns. He opposed their adoption, warmly 
at first, but recognizi~ that his associates were 


earnest in their desire for the change, he yield- 
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ually, asthe profession of the law was evolved 
‘from; the chaos of lay ‘society, these offices 
were taken out of clerical ‘hands and given over 
to:laymen of the bar. But the judicial gowns, 
somewhat: different from their forerunners,.the 
ecclesiastical robes, were retained and finally 
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were worn. not only by judges, but by, barris- 
ters-.and solicitors practicing in the' courts. 

It was in the decisions of these begowned and 
bewigged courts that the great common law 
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was given expression and form. It:is probably
